handed reform" is laid down by M. 
Stolypin as the keynote of his admin- : 


istratioh in an interview, in which the ; 
new premier expressed his confidence . 
that this policy, with the aid of the 
"innate patriotism of the masses." and 
the army, . which "in spite, of all re- 
ports is still loyal and reliable," will 
tide the country over until the convo- 
cation .of -the next parliament. He 
emphasized, as did Controller Sehwane-' 
bach on Sunday, the belief that the 
outlawed parliament was neither rep- 
resentative nor capable of constructive: 
work. He spoke with special scorn 
of the leaders of the 
Constitutional 


Democrats, not attempting to conceal 
his impression that the quasi respec- 
tability of the party was but a cover 
for insincerity and truckling with the

did not honestly believe in 'either a 
general expropriation of land or in 
complete amnesty.

The premier stated that the 
members of the parliament were not 
arrested for signing the Viborg mani- 
festo, because that merely would have 
conferred a mild and much desired 
martyrdom on them. But they would 
be held responsible for the slightest 
attempt to preach to their constituents 
seditious doctrines, such as refusal to 
pay taxes or furnish recruits to the 
army.

The generous nature of the late Lady 


Curzou, wife of Lord Curzou of Kedle- 
stou, former viceroy of India, was par- 
ticularly noticed in the straightfor- 
ward, kindly though/fulness of her re- 
lations with other women less favored 
by looks, age and fortune, .says the 
New York Times. It would be easy 
to gather in Washington instances of 
her prompt recognition of people rath- 
er helpless socially and of some grace- 
ful act or word which meant every- 
thing to the person who received it at 
the right moment. 


At a dance one evening, when a cer- 


tain excitement was noticeable among 
the young girls owing to the presence 
of a fresh squad of budding "diplo- 
mats" belonging to the leading em- 
bassies, Lady Curzon, who was at that 
time Miss Mary V. Leiter of Chicago, 
was, as usual, overwhelmed with flow- 
ers and cotillon favors. Near her in a 
corner sat a 'girl who rarely went to 
balls and knew very few people. Be- 
sides, nature had not been prodigal 
with gifts in her regard. Noting her 
absent look and lack of cotillon fa- 
vors, she tried to make the next man 
who came up to her aware by signs 
that she would like him to take out 
the neglected one instead, but he was 
one of the newcomers and either mis- 
understood her or "did not choose to 
surrender that dance. Seeing how the 
land lay, Miss Leiter rose with the 
archest look in her beautiful face, 
made the foreigner a deep courtesy 
and, taking her own partner's arm, 
sailed off in the dance. She was evi- 
dently explaining what this meant, for

"I was dining one night at 
the vice regal lodge in Calcutta, and 
after we had joined the ladies in the 
drawing room I found myself, appar- 
ently by chance, talking apart with 
Lady Curzon. 


'• 'I have been a good deal interested 


in that murder trial which you are 
conducting,' she began. 
" 'It is certainly most sensational.' 
" 'Yes. I don't want you to think I 


am meddling with things which don't 
concern me, but I have some evidence 
for you. 
I know beyond a doubt 


that the man now charged with .the 
murder is innocent. I can't say any- 
thing openly, but if you will send an 
officer to me tomorrow I can direct 
him to the house where the real crimi- 
nal is concealed.' 
" 'But' how did you discover it?' I 


exclaimed. 


'• 'If you don't mind, I'd rather not 


talk of these excursions of mine in na- 
tive costume. It would make it un- 
pleasant for my friends among the 
natives who know and guide me.' - 


"The murderer was caugut and an 


innocent man saved.'' continued the 
judge. "I iiad a high opinion of the 
vicereine before, but this incident in- 
creased my admiration. 
It became 


known to the people of Calcutta as 
well and added to her popularity 
among them."

might be told of these excursions, but 
only her syce and her most intimate 
friends know them fully.

,]VIessr&., Christian and Taylor learned 
that the pumps recommended by Da- 
vis, and which the Platt Iron Works 
is to construct, are entirely 
inade- 


quate for the needs of the proposed 
plant and in addition, would cost the 
city thousands of dollars more money 
than pumps with the required capaci- 
ty and endurance would cost. 


As near as could be learned, Engi- 


neeer Davis made suggestions for al- 
leged improvements to certain pumps 
in such a way that the capacity of the 
pumps would not be increased onlj' 
a useless expenditure of money in un- 
necessary materials for frame work, 
etc. 


The factory men also seemed sur- 


prised to learn that the city wanted 
pumps for tLe power station which 
would Tiave the capacity of furnishing 
a pressure of 60 pounds 
minimum, 


and capable 
of being 
raised to a 


pressure of 130 pounds in case of fire. 


The pumps they were about to con- 


sti uct were only capable cf producing 
a pressure of a little over CO pounds, 
including fire pressure and all. It 
was thus shown that the pumps plan- 
ned by the former consulting engi- 
neer arc not what the city needs at 
all.
